A meeting of representatives of tue 


boards of trade of Lowell, Lawrence, Hav- 
erhill, Merrimack, Amesbury and New- 
buryport will be held next Tuesday, to con- 
sider the matter of a state highway from 
Lowell to the sea.

PARIS, May 23.—The government was 


defeated yesterday in the ehanibe» of 
deputies during tho debate on the ques- 
tion as to whether the minister of public 
works had the authority to allow the em- 
ployes of the atste railroads to attend the 
congress" ot railroad men. The premier, 
M. Casicnir-Perier, demanded tbe adop- 
tion of the order of the day pure and 
simple. The premier's mo tlon was re- 
jected by a vote of 875 to 223. 


M. Cuslmir-Perier thereupon left the 


PaUis Bourbon, and the ministers subse- 
quently proceeded to tbe Elyaee palace 
and handed their resignations to Presi- 
dent Csrnot 


On leaving the chamber of deputies, the 


ministers passed before the benches of the 
Extreme L«It and wtrc greeted with loud 
cries of "Vive la Republiquc Sociale," 
"Vivo la Commune-." 


Previon* to the defeat of tha govern- 


ment, the socialist deputy, Julea Guesde, 
find movtd that eight hours constitute a 
legal day's work for all working people 
throughout France, and demanded ur- 
gency for the motion, amid loud und en- 
couraging cries from the socialists. M. 
Guesde declared that the time was ripe 
for the reform, urgently demanded by the 
workmen. 


A Tntuultuouv Scene. 


The remarks ot the socialist deputy 


called forth violent interruptions from 
the members o! the Center party, who 
openly abused the sooialists. The latter 
replied in warm terras, and the disturb- 
ance became so great that the president 
ot the chamber wag compelled to inter- 
vene, and with difficulty succeeded in re- 
storing order. 


Other speakers Supported the motion 


and others still opposed it, and, eventu 
ally, the minister of public works, M. 
Jonnart, declared that the question was 
too grave to be dealt with off hand, am;

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WASHINGTON, May 23.—Members who 


lave interested themselves in the subject 
lay that the debate on the bill to repeal 
the 10 per cent state bank tax. will be the 
moat spirited And Acrimonious of any 
that hits occurred during the present 
session. 


The lines are feeing rigidly drawn aad 


It is difficult at this time to predict what 
fate the measure will meet. It is be- 
lieved that the majority either for or 
•gainst the measure will be small. The 
Republicans trill oppose it almost unani- 
mously, although some of the representa- 
tives o£ that oarty from the extreme west 
*nd northwest are disposed to regard it 
favorably. 


The sentiment among the Democrats is 


divided, although a preponderance at the 
party are sturdy supporters of the bill. 
Mr. Springer of Illinois, the chairman of 
the house committee on banking and cur- 
rency, will make the opening speech in 
opposition. 


Will Probably Be Defeated. 


Mr. Spnngtsr said yesterday that in his 


opinion about 60 Democratic votes will be 
cast against the bill. If this proves to b 
the case, and Populists and Republicans 
take similar action, the bill will probably 
be defeated by a small majority. If then 
be a full attendance of the houae, and thi 
Democratic vote is not more than 4C 
•gainst the bill, it will probably carry by 
• small majority. 


The eastern 
Democrat^ particularly 


those from New York and iv e\v England, 
are in the main favorable to the proposi- 
tion. Some of the Democratic friends of 
the bill will insist upon unconditional 
repeal. Others as stoutly assert that they 
will agree to repeal only with certain 
limitations; such as, for example, sur- 
rounding the proposed state bank system 
w;th safeguards in the form of federal 
supervision. 


This is the rock on which the opponents 


of "the billbelieva that its friends will 
split, and that in the end it will be impos- 
sible to secure a sufficient number of 
votes to carry either of the alternative 
propositions. 


Seven Paragraphs Disposed Of. 


The senate disposed of seven paragraphs 


of the metal schedule after eight hours of 
debate. 


The debate was marked by quite a num- 


ber of interesting clashes between the 
Hepublicans and Democrats. The sensa- 
tional feature of the day was caused by 
the unexpected presentation by Mr. Jones 
of an amendment substituting the ile- 
Kinley bill classification and specific rates 
on round iron, in coils,blooms and charcoal 
iron somewhat higher than those already 
proposed. 


The rates fixed yesterday were as fol- 


lows: Iron ore, 40 cents a ton; pig iron, 
scrap iron, etc., $4 a ton; round iron in 
coils, 8-10ths cent a pound, slabs, blooms, 
less finish than bars, i>8ths cent a pound, 
charcoal blooms, $12 a ton; beams, girders 
and other structural iron or steel, 6-10ths 
cent a pound; boiler plates from 5-10ths 
cent to 25 per cent ad valorem; forginga 
of iron or steel, 11-2 cents; hoop or band 
iron or steel (cotton ties), 30 p er cent ad 
valorem. 


republicans Cried "Spoils." 


The question at civil service reform 


was given full sway in the house, the oc- 
casion being the amendment to strike out 
the paragraph in the legislative appro- 
priation bill providing for the civil ser- 
vice commission. It gave opportunity lor 
some stirring and not a few amusing 
speeches. The amendment was adopted 
by a vote of 109 to 71, amid great Demo- 
cratic applause and Republican cries of 
"Spoils." No other amendment of any j 
importance was made in the bill, the only 
ones adopted being to correct the totals 
of a f«w amendments to which amend- 
ments were made on Monday. In the 
early proceedings the resolution to inves- 
tigate the alleged armor plate frauds was 
adopted.

WASHINGTON, May 23.—Members who

My that the debate on tbe bill tp repeal 
the 10 per cent state bank tax will he the 
ttoat Rpirltcd and acrimonious of any 
that has occurred during the present 
session. 


The linei are being rigidly drawn und 


It ia difficult at this time to predict what 
fate tho measure -a-ill meet. It is be- 
fleved that -the majority either for or 
against the measure will be small. The 
Republicans will oppose it almost unani- 
mously, although :5Gme of theTepresenta- 
tives of that party from the extreme west 
«Bd northwest are disposed to regard it 
favorably. 


The sentiment among the Democrats Is 


divided, although a preponderance of the 
party are sturdy supporters of the bill. 
Mr. Springer of Illinois, the chairman of 
the honse committee on banking and cur- 
rency, will make the opening speech in 
opposition. 


Will Probably Be Defflbtud. 


. Mr. Springsr aaitl yesterday that in his 
opinion about 60 Democratic votes will be 
Met against the bill. If this proves to bo 
the case, and Populists nnd Republicans 
take similar action, the bill will probably 
be defeated by a Binnll majority. If there 
be a full attendance of the house, and the 
Democratic vote is not more than 40 
«BBinnttbe brill, it will probably carry by 
• small majority. 


The eastern 
Democrats, particularly 


those from New York and New England, 
are in the main favorable to tlie proposi- 
tion. Some of the Democratic friends of 
the bill will Insist upon uncouditlonal 
repeal. Others as Bloutly assert that they 
will agree to repeal oply with certain 
limitations; such as, for example, sur- 
rounding the proposed state bank system 
w!th safeguards iu the form of federal 
supervision. 


This is the rock on which the opponents 


of-the bill believe that, its friends will 
split, and that in the end It will be impos- 
sible to secure a sufficient number of 
votes to carry either of the 
alternative 


propositions. 


• ' Seven Paragraph! Disposed Ot 
The senate disposed of seven paragraphs 


of the metal schedule after eight hours of 
debate. 


The debate was marked by quite a num- 


ber of interesting clashes between the 
Republicans and Democrats. The sensa- 
tional feature of tbe day was caused by 
the unexpected presentation by Mr. Jones 
of an amendment substituting the Mc- 
Klnley bill classification and specific rates 
on round iron In colls.bloomsand charcoal 
iron somewhat higher than those already 
proposed. 


The rates Sited yesterday were as fol-

mittee on railroads reported a bill incor-

;ros3ed, with amendments that no person 
hall be appointed who holds another 
ffice. 
Tho bill to authorize the Brooklina Gas 
light company to increase its capital 
lock was passed to bo engrossed. 
The committee on prisons reported ref- 
rencs to the next general court upon the 
ilan for a new state prison. 
After a short discussion the senate re- 
ectod the nine-hour bill by a vote of 25 to 
2. 
The bills to iccrease the capital stock of 
ho Lynn and Boston railway to $3.000,- 
)00, to incorporate the Drawbaugh Tele- 
jhone company and to establish the office 
»f state flre marshal were engrossed. 


In the house Mr. Darling offered an 


irder providing for evernnK sessions of 
;he house on Thursday and Monday, May 
2i and 28. Laid over. 


On the bill to prohibit wagering con- 
tacts concerning securities and com- 
modities, known as the anti-bucket shop 
jill, Mr. Myers offered an amendment to 
be end that the government shall prove 
jeyond peradvcnture that contracts for 
.he sale or delivery o- goods were not 
made iu good fuith. The amendment of 
Mr. Myers was adopted, and the bill was 
ordered to a third reading by a vote of 98 
to 33. 


The committee on taxation reported 


•ought not to pass on a bill relative to en- 
lorciiig returns of personal property for 
;axation. 


The house rejected a bill for the licensing 


of engineers and the inspection of steam 
boilers after making it inoperative by'tbe 
adoption of an amendment for referriug 
the question to the people. It was practi- 
cally laughed out of the house. 


The report of the committee on taxa- 


tion referring to the next legislature the 
proposition to repeal the laws exempting 
from taxation notes secured by real estate 
was accepted. 


The house passed to a third reading the 


bill to repeal the rapid transit act of 1893. 


The house debated at length the accept- 


ance of an adverse report of the financial 
committee on a bill providing tot an ex- 
tension of the laws relating to contagions 
diseases? amoui; domestic animals and for 
compensation to owners of diseased ani- 
mals killed by order of the Etate authori- 
ties. Rejection was negtitived and the 
bill substituted. 


Flske'8 Gloomy Foreboding. 


WASHINGTON", May 23.—-Less than 50 


persons were present when A. C. Fiske, 
president of tho Pan-American Bi-Metal- 
lic league, called the convention of that 
body to order. President Fiske, in open- 
ing the convention, declared that the 
creditor classes had succeeded in inducing 
the secretary of the treasury to issue an 
order directing that alt silver certificates 
be redeemed in gold. This had demone- 
tized silver, and to it Mr. Fiske attributed 
the present business depression. In an- 
other year, nnless congress gave some re- 
iief, every debtor, he predicted, would be 
evicted from his home.

THE FLOODS 


The Worst is Over in Penn- 


sylvania. 


WASHINGTON, May S3.—Members who 


iave interested themselves in the suijeot 
lay that the debate on the bill to repeal 
the 10 per cent state bank tax will be the 
most spirited and acThaoniotts ot any 
that has occurred during the present 
session. 


The lines are being rigidly drawn and 


it is difficult at this time to predict what 
fate the measure will meet. It is be- 
lieved that the majority either for or 
against the measure will be small. The 
Republicans will oppose it almost unani- 
mously, although some of the representa- 
tives of that party from the extreme west 
and northwest are disposed to regard it 
favorably. 


The sentiment among the Democrats is 


divided, akhough a preponderance of the 
party are sturdy supporters of the bill. 
Mr. Springer of Illinois, the chairman of 
the house committee on banking and cur- 
rency, will make the opening speech in 
opposition. 


Will Probably Be Defeated. 


Mr. Spring<r said yesterday that in his 


opinion about 60 Democratic votes will be 
cast against the bill. If this proves to be 
the case, and Populists and Republicans 
take similar action, the bill will probably 
be defeated by a small majority. If there 
be a full attendance of the house, and the 
Democratic vote is not more than 40 
against the bill, it will probubly carry by 
a small majority. 


The eastern Democrats, particularly 


tlose from New York and New England, 
are in the main favorable to the proposi- 
tion. Si.'Uie of the Democratic friends of 
the bill will insist upon unconditional 
repeal. Others as stoutly assert that they 
will agree to repeal only with certain 
limitations; such as, for example, sur- 
rounding the proposed state bank system 
with safeguards in the form of federal 
supervision. 


This is the rock on which the opponents 


of the bill believe that its friends will 
split, and that in the. end it will be impos- 
sible to secure a sufficient number of 
votes to carry either of the alternative 
propositions. 


Seven* Paragraphs Disposed Ot 


The senate disposed of seven paragraphs 


of the metal schedule after eight hours of 
debate. 


The debate was marked by quite a num- 


ber of interesting clashes between the 
Republicans and Democrats. The sensa- 
tional feature of the day was caused by 
the unexpected presentation by Mr. Jones 
of aa amendment substituting the Mc- 
Kinley bill classification and specific rates 
on round iron in coils,blooms and charcoal 
iron somewhat higher than those already 
proposed. 


The rates fixed yesterday were as fol- 


lows: Iron ore, 46 cents a ton; pig iron, 
scrap iron, etc., ?4 a ton; round iron in 
coils, S-lOths cent a pouud; slabs, blooms, 
less finish than bars, 5-8ths cent a pound; 
charcoal blooms, $12 a ton; beams, girders 
and other structural iron or steel, 6-10ths 
cent a pound; boiler plates from 5-10ths 
cent to 25 per cent ad valorem; forgings 
of iron or steel, 11-2 cents; hoop or band 
iron or steel (cotton ties), 30 p er cent ad 
valorem. 


Republicans Cried "Spoils." 


The question of civil service reform 


was given full sway in the house, the oc- 
casion being the amendment to strike out 
the paragraph in the legislative appro- 
priation bill providing for the civil ser- 
vice commission. It gave opportunity for 
some stirring and not & few amusing 
speeches. The amendment was adopted 
by a vote of 109 to 71, amid great Demo- 
cratic applause and Republican cries of 
"Spoils." Xo other amendment of any 
importance mis made in the bill, the only 
ones adopted being to correct the totals 
of a few amendments to which amend- 
ments were made on Monday. In the 
early proceedings the resolution to inves- 
tigate the alleged armor plate frauds was 
adopted. 


Denounced Democrats. 


jS'EW YORK, May 23.—The Manhattan 


Single Tax club last night listened to 
speeches denunciatory of the Democratic 
senators in their handling o£ the tariff 
bill in the interest of protection. Resolu- 
tions were passed against adding any 
protection features to the Wilson bill, 
denouncing the bribery of senators with 
Sugar trust money aud favoring an In- 
come tax in place of all tariff taxes.
